GERMAN HEART 
The curtain is down at Versailles, 
the lights are out, the audience is 
dispersing to the four corners of the 
earth. But unless under democratic 
government there comes to the Ger- 
man people a change of heart, of 
which they have given no evidence 
since the revolution -of November, the 
drama of the Hall of Mirrors was but 
the prologue to another world tragedy 
to be played out to the last scene 
when the Teutonic peoples once more 
swarm out from the forests of the 
north as they have done from time 
to time during two and a hlf millen- 
niums of recorded history. The 
treaty, together with that which will 
be made within a few days with Aus- 
tria, will strengthen France in popu- 
lation and territory and reconstitute 
two anti-Teutonic States, Poland and 
Bohemia, that played great parts in 
the Europe of the Middle Ages. Free- 
dom for the Czech, the Pole and the 
Slav of the Balkans may check the 
eastward march of the Teuton, but 
only by a working agreement between 
the Latin, the Slav and the Anglo- 
Saxon can the world hope to over- 
awe the Germanic peoples. German 
policy will be directed unceasingly 
during the period of recuperation to- 
ward the detachment of the Slavs of 
Poland, Russia and the Balkans from 
the Entente and their attachment to 
the Germanic group. The operations 
of the League of Nations, if wisely 
conducted, may prevent the creation 
of rival associations fo European 
powers. In the League and its work 
there is hope—the one bright gleam 
in a drab and depressing landscape. 
GERMANIC PEOPLES 
STILL STRONGEST 
It would be folly to ignore the fact 
the Germanic peoples of Central 
Europe are alike in population and 
material development still the 
strongest on the Continent, and that, 
stripped of Alsace-Lorraine, Posen, 
Sshleswig and the parts of Western 


Prussia alienated under the treaty, 
the present Germanic Confederation 
embraces a population of over sixty 
millions, while

William Hohenzollern still com- 
mands the devoted loyalty of at least 
one of the statesmen who in the days 
of his power surrounded his - throne, 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg, who was 
Chancellor of Germany when the war 
began, has formally asked the Allied 
Powers to place him on trial instead 
of the foriner Emperor. The ix 
Chancellor declares that he assumes 
responsibility for the acts 9.f Gas 
many during his period of office, and 
therefore places himself at the. dis- 
posal of the Allies. 


TURKEY STILL IN DISGRACE 


The end of Turkey as a factor in 
the affairs of the Near East is indi- 
cated by the announcement from 
Paris that the Council of Four has 
decided to send a note to the Turkish 
delegation now in the French capital 
advising the members to return to 
Constantinople. The Turks are noti- 
fied that there is no‘reason to believe 
any agreement can be reached in the 
near future because of the great dif- 
ferences between their demands and 
the terms the Allies are willing to 
grant. Turkey will, therefore, re- 
main under the domination of the 
troops of the Allied nations until 
some decision is reached as to the 
future of the Sultan and the disposal 
of Constantinople. It was hoped at 
one time that the United States 
would accept the mandate of the 
League of Nations for the guardian- 
ship of -Turkey and of Armenia, but 
public opinion in that country is utter- 
ly hostile to the idea, and it has 
been abandoned.

AN HOUR ‘AND A_ HALF 
LATER WAS KILLED -.

, It was in April, 1916, while the 
battle of St. Eloi’ was in full swing, 
the 19th battalion had been in the 
M. and N. trenches for six days and 
were being relieved by an English 
unit,.the Durham Light Infantry. 

My, platoon was told off to relieve 
a platoon of the Durhams, who were 
on guard at the Brasserie,’ an old 
building used as a dressing station and 
morgue, some distance behind the 
front line. 

I was-one of the first relief, and 
took over from a young Durltam, who 
asked me if I had a spare badge to 
give away.

_ |GANADA’S MERCANTILE 
MARINE 


By David Kalsac 

The statesmen representing the 
Allied peoples have concluded _ their 
work. Premier Borden and ministers 
of the Canadian Cabinet, in common 
with the accredited delegates from 
other nations, have pledged Canada to 
certain definite responsibilites—re- 
sponsibilities earned, and in keeping 
with the valour of Canadians in Eur- 
ope during all the days ofthe Great 
War. Canada must rise to her obli- 
gations. The turmoil through which 
the people are passing cannot alter or 
eliminate the facts of the situation. 
The country is entering a serious era. 
There must be, if the interest charges 
and principal payments of the nation- 
al debt are to be met as they fall due, 
production and trade in Canada such 
as our forefathers would have deemed 
impossible for Canada for yet another 
fifty years. The Dominion is but a 
little more than fifty years old. 
We have a debt suitable to a country 
twice the age of our own and that 
would be a sizeable load for a 
population twice as large as that con- 
stituting the nation toda. 

The field, forest and mines of Cana- 
da must be made to give of their nat- 
ural wealth on a scale never before 
attained. Farmers, lumbermen and 
miners must be multiplied. People 
of a desirable class must be encour- 
aged to settle in the Dominion to 
enlarge the home market. Manu- 
facturers must take courage, fight 
with the same dash and perseverance 
our fighting men exhibited in France, 
to invade foreign markets ‘on a com- 
petitive basis. We must produce, and 
we must sell on a trsmendous scale 
to carry the country the coming 
years. There is nothing impossible 
about this. It can be done. Canada 
is in a splendid position of strength 
as far as resources are concerned. 
With the right kind of co-operation 
the problem will be satisfactorily 
solved. : 

Few people, I think, realize the 
significance of the Canadian Govern- 
ment Merchant Marine in connection 
with these aspects of the country’s 
immediate future. The country’s ven- 
ture, as a state, into the carrying 
trade by water is a little different 
from the expansion of transport by 
rail. However, the two services are 
complementary, and worked out with 
an eye glued to the best interests of 
the people at large, will undoubtedly 
prove, together, in the development of 
the country, a factor the importance 
of which can scarcely be exaggerated. 
In the meantime Canadian workmen 
in shipyards, Halifax to Vancouver, 
are finding constant and lucrative em- 
ployment on the construction of the 
45 vessels making up the fleet, and 
tradesmen and maunfacturers affect- 
ed are being kept busy over a trying 
period of readjustment. 

The ships of the Canadian Govern- 
ment Mercantile Marine are being 
built in three types—one, two and 
three deckers—and in 7 sizes. There 
are two vessels of 2800 tons each ; 4 
of 3400; 5 of 3750; 8 of 4800; 8 of 
5100 ; 16 of 8100, and 2 of 10,500. 

These are being built in Halifax, 
New Glasgow, Levis, Three Rivers, 
Montreal, Welland, Collingwood, Port 
Arthur, Prince Rupert, Vancouver 
and Victoria. The cost of the ships 
has been calculated to be more than 
52 millon dollars. Six vessels have 
alreardy been delivered, 30 more are 
scheduled for delivery during the year, 
and thos remaining are to be complet- 
ed before the close of 1920. The 
total dead weight tonnage is about 
265,000 tons, so that the addition to 
Canada’s status .as a mercantile na- 
tion will be considerable. 

Names for more than half of the 
ships have already been received in 
the Executive offices of the Canadian 
Nations! Mailways, as the Canadian 
Government Merchant Marine _is to 
be supervised by the management of 
the National Road. The names of the 
ships:

There is no doubt, although the 
appropriateness of some of the apel-: 
lations may be. questioned, that the 
prefix “Canadian’’ will stamp the 
vessels as hailing from the Dominion 
no matter in which of the ports of the 
world the carriers may be in, fur- 
thering the interests of general Cana- 
dian trade. 

That is the keynote of the plan for 
the building by Canada of this con- 
siderable fleet—‘the best interest of 
general Canadian trade.” The long- 
established profitable sea-routes have 
been determined by privately-owned 
lines. There is therefore not the in- 
centive for private lines, even where 
subsidized by different nations—to 
pioneer into new sea-ways and load 
for a distant port without the proba- 
pility of securing a return load. While, 
in coursee of time, the trade would be 
developed, no private ship-ownérs 
care to shoulder the financial burden 
involved in such developmental work. 
So, if Canadian trade was to expand, 
if Canadian resources were to be 
marketed throughout the world in 
Canadian bottoms—a matter of vital 
importance to all the people of the 
nation—it became necessary that 
they should have their own ships to 
complement those of other Canadian 
companies already in operation from 
certain Canadian ports. The spirit of 
state competition did not enter into 
the plan. Co-operation in the best in- 
terests of Canadian expansion was 
the root desire. 

Mr. R. B. Teakle, a Canadian, and a 
man of wide experience in the steam- 
ship business, has been selected as 
manager for the fleet, and his head- 
quarters will be established -at Mon- 
treal, as that city is the point where 
lake and ocean traffic in Canada meet. 
He is building up a staff quite compe- 
tent to mainatin the managing ser- 
vices, and he will report direct to the 
President’s office of Canadian Nation- 
al Railways in Toronto. 

Already the srips of Canada’s: mer- 
cantile marine have commenced their 
work. A service has been establish- 
ed between Canada and yarious ports 
in the West Indies, and there is now 
a direct service between Canada and 
South America. Several vessels have 
already loaded at Montreal and Hali- 
fax carrying general merchandise to 
ports in the West Indies, returning 
with sugar from those of the Empire’s 
domains in the tropics. 

One of the largest vessels has al- 
ready established a direct service be- 
tween Canada and the Argentine Re- 
public. It was loaded in Canada with 
general merchandise, including ce- 
ment, agricultural implements and 
steel goods and cleared for Buenos 
Ayres. 

“These services to open up “desirable 
trade routes forthe benefit ot Cana- 
dian trade generally will assuredly be 
maintained as long as there is a possi- 
bility of tonnage at all. But prob- 
ably the most significant services the 
ships of Canada’s own mercantile 
marine will be performing during the 
next few years, at any rate, will be 
the carrying of foodstuffs to the 
United Kingdom and other countries 
in Europe. In this connection it may 
be said that full cargoes have already 
been booked for Liverpool and the 
chances are that these ships of the 
Canadian Government Merchant Mar- 
ine, operating in connection with the 
trains of Canadian National Railways, 
should prove to be of most material 
assistance to the producers all over 
Canada. This is especially true of 
the grain growers on the western 
plains, in that there is the prospect 
of an abundance of cargo space for 
the exporting of his products to the 
countries which will be the biggest 
buyers for the next few years. 

The venture by the Canadian peo- 
ple into the business of carriage by 
water is only in its infancy. The 
present fleet should be the nucleus of 
a larger fleet of state-owned vessels 
carrying Canadian goods from every 
Canadian port to every point reach- 
ed by water capable of purchasing 
Canadian products and furnishing to 
Canada in return those articles and 
materials utilised by Ganada in the 
daily business and life of the people. 

The Ensign of the Canadian Govern- 
ment Merchant Marine, with the 
beaver in the upper left hand corner, 
should be seen flying in almost all 
the great ports of the world. It is 
certain that the national viewpoint 
will be considerably broadened 
through the new interest that will 
have to be displayed by the people as 
a whole through that supervision over 
the business of their carriers on all 
the seven seas.

FOREST ARES 
UNDER CONTROL 


Dominion Forest Rangers, Provincial 
Government Employees, and Set- 
tlers Have Made a Noble Fight 
Against the Fires, and Have Now 
Subdued Them. 

“The forest fires appear to be under 
conontrol now,” said Hon. John R. 
Boyle, attorney-general. on his re- 
turn Thursday evening from a visit to 
the area west of Calgary, where for 
days past rangers of the Dominion 
government, provincial government 
 eianloveee: and settlers have been 
fighting to prevent the spread of the 
conflagration which has been raging 
on both sides of the Elbow river. Mr. 
Boyle came down from Edmonton yes- 
terday for the purpose of investigat- 
ing the situation. He drove out dur- 
ing the afternoon, and several hours 
among the fire fighters. — 

Thirty provincial employees, mem- 
bers of the police force and others, 
stated that a large number of settlers 
are assisting in the task. Mr. Boyle 
from Okotoks are now making an 
organized effort to check the en- 
croachment of the fire on their side of 
the river, while others from Dog Pond 
and other districts are working night 
and day to keep the fire under con- 
trol, and he believes that there is now 
no cause for alarm. The attorney- 
general left on the night train for the 
north. 

Up to a late hour last night, Dom- 
inion Forestry Inspector E. H. Fin- 
layson had received no reports upon 
conditions at the Bow River reserve, 
the Clearwater reserve, or the Mor- 
ley fire. Unofficial reports from the 
fire onthe Elbow river state that the 
ranchers are working untiringly to 
keep the fire in check, and up to a 
late hour on Thursday evening they 
had succeeded in dolng so. 

Mr. Finlay left for an inspection 
trip to the Elbow river fire by auto- 
mobile at midnight, and expected to 
return at 8 a.in. 

The fire at Sheep Creek is’ still 
being held‘in bounds, and it is ex- 
pected that this fire is safely corral- 
ed. The men that left Calgary for the 
Clearwater on Wednesday are expect- 
ed to arrive on the scene of opera- 
tions some time today, and the men 
who have been fighting the flames 
continuously for two weeks will be 
awarded a brief respite.

URGING U.S. TO PUT 


MEXICO ON HER FEET 


Washington, July 11.—Renewed 
representations on the Mexican situ- 
ation have been made to the United 
States government by Great Britain 
and France, it was learned today at 
the state department. For several 
months these countries have . been 
urging upon the United States the 
desirability of putting Mexico on 
her feet, so that she might resume the 
payment on her national and cther 
debts, and afford adequate protection 
to foreign lives and property. 

British citizens are holders of a 
considerable amount of Mexican 
bonds, both national and railways, 
while the Fronch have extensive in- 
vestments in the banks,:which it has 


"RETURN TRP 


‘Has Been Travelling as High as 70 


Miles - An Hour Since Leaving 
America; Aided by Strong -West 
, Wind; Will Reach Other Side of 


Atlantic Early Saturday. 


London, July 11.—The British diri- 
gible R-34 was in direct touch by 


Bo. |.wireless with the Clifton station at 4 


o’clock this morning, Greenwich mean 
time. It gave its positior as 43 
degrees and 40 minutes north lati- 


“tude and -46 degrees west longitude, 


the speed of the craft at that time 
being 45 knots an hour. 


Washington, July 10.—Aided by a 


‘westerly wind that sometimes reach- 


ed a velocity of nearly 40 miles an 
hour, the British dirigible R-34  to- 
night was well out over the Atlantic 
on the return trip to East Fortune, 
Scotland, after a stay of 86 hours in 
America. The last message from the 
airship, received late today by the 
navy department, gave her position 
at that time at 605 miles due east of 
Bar Harbor, Maine, and more than 
1,00 miles from Mineola, Long Island, 
from which she started last mid- 
night. 

AVERAGES 60 MILES AN HOUR 

The dirigible, according to a wire- 
less report received by the navy de- 
partment throughout the day, averag- 
ed more than 6 miles per hour for the 
first fifteen hours of the return flight, 
and at times the big airship’s speed 
reached between 75 and 80 miles per 
hour. The dirigible thus was mak- 
ing better time than at any period of 
the flight to this side of the Atlantic, 
and ifthe weather conditions remain 
favorable, naval officers here believe 
Major G. H. Scott, commander, and 
members of the R-34's crew will see 
British shores early Saturday. 

The first word heard from the R-34 
after the hig dirigible lefttheAmeri- 
can shor: this morning was a radio 
message sent at 4 am. giving the 
ship’s position as 130 miles due east 
from Long Island. Direct communi- 
cation was maintained with the navy 
department thereafter. At 10 am. a 
message said the dirigible was then 
making 58 knots an hour, equivalent 
to about 64 land miles. An hour 
later the R-34 signalled that the wind 
was becoming stronger, and that the 
dirigible's speed had reched 80 miles 
an hour at times. 

LAST WEATHER REPORT 

The last weather report sent to the 

R-34 from here tonight said that a 
storm center over Newfoundland was 
moving due east, and that another 
Qntario was moving towards New- 
foundland. Strong westerly winds 
were predicted over the western At- 
lantic as far as the 50th Meridian, and 
probably much further. The weather 
reports, compiled by Forecaster 
Bowie, concluded : 
“ “you will have strong westerly 
winds next 24 or 36 hours, with some 
clouds and a falling barometer. My 
advice is to keep well south, and take 
advantage of westerly winds attend- 
ing rapid eastward movement of 
disturbances north of latitude 45. 
Good luck and a quick trip.” 


WELL CONNECTED 
YOUNG MAN GOES 
TO PENITENTIARY 


Winnipeg, July 11—Edward Cook, 
alias Doc Lahay, a university gradu- 
ate in medicine, and the only son of 
Edward Cook, Leicester, England, 
millionaire flour merchant, was sen- 
tenced in police court today by Mag- 
istrate Macdonald to three years at 
Stony Mountain penitentiary on a 
charge of burglary. Cook pleaded 
guilty to theft of $200 worth of liquor |. 
and drugs from a drug store. Louis 
Morosnick, his solicitor, revealed 
Cook's identity in a plea for leniency 
for his client. 

An unhappy marriage in the United 
States in 1913 is alleged to have led 
to Cook’s downfall. Cook had left 
England for Canada three years pre- 
viously to continue his studies as 
physician. He drifted into the Unit- 
ed States and married there. Later, 
when the alleged character of his wife 
was revealed to him, he left her and 
began to drink heavily. His thirst 
finally caused his fall. He could not 
resist the promise of liquor to ba 
found in the drug store, and wicn the 
aid of two others, he broke into the 
store.

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CANADA'S DEBT. 


In commenting upon the recent 
budget speech the Toronto Mail and 
Empire calls attention to the fact 
that of the total outstanding secur- 
ities of the Dominion Government 
$1,510.000,000 are held in Canada. 
Ancther loan is tc be issned b the 
Government to the Canadian people, 
ant the huge net debt will amou 't to 
abort $1,959,060,000 by tae time the 


war accounis am closed. Tnese are 
very formidable figures. As the 
Firarcce Mhaister points oui, they 


would be far more formidable if the 
borrowed money they stand for had 
principally been obtained from money 
lenders outside of the country. It is 


a@ great comfort to feel that the bond 
issues on which the vast sum of $1,- 
510,000,000 was raised are in _ the 
hands of Canadians. The money was 
raised in this country, and the an- 
nual interest will be distributed 
throughout the country, and _ the 
principal eventually paid to our own 
people. If our great war debt were 
owed to people outside of Canada 
the $100,000,000 or so of interest to 
be paid out every year upon it would 
be so much money removed from 
the country instead of being  dis- 
tributed in the country. If, instead 
of being held by Canadians this $1,- 
610,000,000 of Canadian Government 
securities were held by investors be- 
longing to other nations, the repay- 
ment of that debt and the payment 
of its annual interest charges would 
be hardly less irksome than the pay- 
ing of a war indemnity of the same 
Magnitude. Canada has great reason 
to be thankful that she had the re- 
sources within her own bounds to 
bear the financial strain of the war. 
Nobody needs to be told, of course, 
that the basis of the national credit 
is ample to sustain a total net debt 
of nearly two billion dollars, such as 
will have to be borne when the finan- 
cing for the war and demobilization is 
completed. Canada has a _ national 
estate rich enough to carry a debt of 
many times that magnitude. The 
gratifying thing which the war has 
brought out is the financial readiness 
of the Canadian people themselves to 
take up Government bonds amount- 
ing to $1,510,000,000. That is proof 
not only of Canada’s natural riches 
and wonderful opportunities, but also 
of the Canadian people's productive 
industry and thrift. As the Finance 
Minister shows, the burden this war 
leaves on the shoulders of the Cana- 
dian people will have to be borne for 
years, and for the carrying of it and 
gradual easing of the strain the same 
habits of thrift and industry will 
jhave to be borne for years. Our 
people are not daunted by the out 
Jook. They are full of hope and we 
believe that this huge war deht will 
melt away as many a towering diffi- 
culty has in the past melted away 
pefore the stout spirit and strong 
self-control of the unworried Cana- 
dian people.

SIR THOMAS WHITE'S 
RESIGNATION IS 
ABSOLUTE, FINAL 


MINISTER OF FINANCE HAS NO 
INTENTION OF CHANGING HIS 
MIND 


Ottawa, Ont., July 11.—Sir Thomas 
White's “resignation is absolute ‘and 
final.” It was granted in parliamen- 
tary circles today that Sir Thomas 
White had made it very plain that he 
proposes to remain retired, and has 
no intention of changing his mind. 
Strong pressure has been brought to 
bear upon him to reconsider nis resig- 
nation, but despite all representations 
he proposes to stand by his letter of 
resignation to the prime minister. 

Sir Thomas will return to Ottawa 
on Monday, when he will clear his 
desk and put his office in order for 
his successor. He may remain at his 
post for a week or so uniil his suc- 
cessor is named. Any stories in re- 
gard to Sir Thomas’ successor are 
sheer gossip. If Sir Robert selects 
the new finance minister from out of 
his cabinet, Hon. Arthur Meighen will 
undoubtedly be the choice. No defin- 
ite announcement is expected until 
the return of Sir Robert from his ten 
days holiday. He will leave on Mon- 
day. 

A number of ministers are taking 
brief holiday trips. Hon. N. W. Row- 
ell is leaving for British Oolumbia 
on a combined business and pleasure 
trip, Hon. J. A. Calder will go to 
Muskoka and Hon. Frank B. Carveil 
to New Brunswick, Hon. A. K. Me- 
Lean has left on business for the gov- 
ernment to England. 

London, July 11. The report of the 
resignation of Sir Thomas White, 
Canadian minister of finance, has 


been cabled here. [It has been re-

ROLL OF HONOR UNVEILED 


On Friday evening last a large 
number of friends and the members 
of the City Council, by invitation, met 
the men of the City Fire Brigade in 
their recreation room at the fire hall 
for the: purpose of unveining a roll of 
honor to the past and present mem- 
bers of the Brigade who have served 
King and country in the Great War 
now happily ended, and to spend a 
social evening with them. 

That they fully intended to do the 
honours of the ‘evening right royally 
was quite evident as the various mem- 
bers came loaded up with good things 
for the inner man. It was quite path- 
etic to see little Hanry Russell strug- 
ling upstairs with a huge cake in his 


‘larms, while Ansett was hard at work 


squashing lemons for the lemonade ; 
in fact, Chief Taylor had all hands 
at work preparing for the great event. 

His Worship W. E. Lord, Mayor of 
the city, was early on the scene, and 
was in the most delightful of moods, 
and on taking the chair thanked most 
cordially the members of the Brigade 
for the honour in asking him to pre- 
side at the gathering that night, and 
also to unveil the roll of honor to 
their comrades. He made a happy 
little speech, after drawing the red, 
white and blue flags to one side, allud- 
ing to many of the names as men who 
were personally known to himself, 
same of whom had returned with 
honours, some were on their way 
home, and some, alas, would never re- 
turn; but all had done their duty 
nobly, and the city was proud of them, 
and few: communities could boast of 
such a large number of men going to 
the front as thirty-two, six of whom 
had made the’ supreme sacrifice, 


whilst the average roll call of the 
Brigade is twenty-three. 
The chairman next called upon 


Percy Kent to come to the piano and 
play “Soldiers of the King.” Percy 
was understood to say he couldn't be- 
cause a big German had kicked him 
on the knee when his back was turn- 
ed ; however, after much persuasion, 
he came and played, and the whole 
audience stood and sang the first 
verse and chorus. They didn’t sing 
the second verse, as there were 
ominous sounds in the roof, and it is 
said Engineer Dawe is to be called in 
to report if it is still in a safe con- 
dition. 

Ald. Galbraith was then called up- 
on to give an account of himself, but 
stead devoted all his time to the 
boys, told what a nice and good bunch 
they were, what a lot he was going 
to do for them when he got some 
more time. I suppose when he reads 
this, he will contradict it. After he 
sat down, the boys having cheered 
him to the echo, he spied Commission-

“NEWS WEEKLY SERMON 


By REV. GEO. D. ARMSTRONG 


And the very God of peace sanctify 
you: wholly; and | pray God your 
whole spirit and soul and body be 
preserved blameless unto the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.—1 Thes. 


6:23. 
The words of our text is the final 


and most important of a series of 
injunctions in which the Apostle ex- 
horts the church at Thessalonica to 
christian unity and helpfulness, to 
christian optimism and enthusiasm, 
as also to the duty of discrimination 
of all religious utterance. They were 
to prove all things and hold fast that 
which is good. 

Very wide differences of interpre- 


tation will arise in the -application of 
our text to our religious experience in 
the present day, and it is of the 
greatest importance, lest bitterness 
and unseemly bickering should arise, 
that we should not disparage the faith 
and practice of those whose views of 
christian doctrine may differ widely 
from our own. 

At the same time, it is quite as 
essential that those, who do not ac- 
cept the ideas of certain modern pro- 

*fessors of holiness, who maintain that 
the text has a distinct reference to a 
second blessing, should vindicate the 
truth of their contention and set forth 
clearly the ideas which they them- 
selves hold. 

The words of Whittier express the 
spirit in what I fain would set forth 
my personal position on this debat- 
able question. To these evangelistic 
teachers I would say— 

“T trace your lines of argument ; 

Your logic linked and strong, 

I weigh as one who dreads dissent 

And fears a doubt as wrong. 

Bit still my human hands are weak 

To hold your iron creeds ; 

Against the words you bid me speak 

My herat within me pleads. 

I walk with bare, hushed feet the 

ground 

Ye tread with boldness shod; 

I dere not fix with mete and bound 

The love and power of God. 

Ye see the curse which overbroods 

A world of pain and loss ; 

I hear our Lord’s. beatitudes 

And prayer uponthe cross. 

Not mine to look where cherubim 

And seraphs may not see, 

But nothing can be good in Him 

Which evil is in me. 

The wrong that pains my soul be- 

low 

I dare not throne above; 

I know notof His hate,—I know 

His goodness and His love.” 

The God to whom Paul prays is not 
a god of contention but of peace, who 
“high throned on heaven's” eternal 
hill, sweetly orders all that is.”’—the 
God whose goodness and mercy, re- 
vealed in Jesus Christ, leads men to 
repentance and to lives of consecrat- 
ed devotion. “From Him, through 
Him and unto Him are all things.” 
‘Because of His love we have been 
called into being. He has created 
man for Himself. He has provided 
forthe life of man the abounding re- 
sources of earth and heaven. He re- 
deems man with His sovereign grace 
and shall not rest ‘till we all come in

the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, into a 
perfect man, unto the measureof the 
stature of the fulness of Christ.’” 
Conversion or regeneration, wheth- 


er it comes as a flash of light from 
midnight darkness or as the Hght of 
dawn, is the soul’s awakening to the 
knowledge of God. It is the spiritual 
evolution of mankind, the result of 
that divine agency by whom “we live, 
move and have onr being.” Conver- 
sion is the birth of the soul to a new 
life of conscious fellowship with God. 
And this life proceeds by many 
stages to perfection. It is futile to 
try to express spiritual life in terms 
of mathematics. Indeed nearly all 
the great controversies which have 
torn Christendom asunder have been 
the-result of a vain attempt to make 
the laws of mathematics apply to 
the sphere of theology. The ways of 
the spirit are manifold and the oper- 
ation of His grace without number. 

“Sancitification” is growth in grace, 

it is the natural order of religious ex- 
perience ; it is the widening of man’s 
horizon in all things to include God. 
lt is the bringing of our whole nat- 
ure into harmony with the laws of 
;God. It is making the will of God 
jae apply to all man’s relationships till 
lin all our ways we acknowledge Him 
iand do all things to please Him. 

What then is “entire sanctifica- 
tion?” It is the maturity of Chris- 
tian experience and consists in lov- 
ing one another as Christ loves his 
disciples. The Jewish idea of per- 
fection was that we should love God 
with all our mind, soul and strength, 
and our neighbors as ourselves. The 
christian idea of holiness is the Mas- 
ter Himself. A new commandment 
give I unto you, “that ye should love 
one another, as { have loved you.” 
Scriptural holiness will not make us 
censorious, and Pharisaical in our at- 
titude toward others. It certainly 
will not distort the truth in such a 
way as to hinder the spiritual effec- 
tiveness of the church and to under- 
mine the faith of men in the fidelity 
and integrity of the ministry. It will 
lead men not to pass hasty, unchari- 
table judgments or to impugn the 
motives ofthose with whom they are 
not acquainted. It will lead men to 
do justly, to love mercy and to walk 
humbly with God. It will manifest 
itself in the fruit of the spirit in all 
goodness, righteousness and truth. 
Its qualities have been exemplified in 
the spirit and life of Je.us and set 
forth in detail by St. Paul in the 13th 
Chapter of 1st Corinthians, in his 
magnificent eulogy of christian love. 

Entire sanctification will fit a man 
to discharge atl his duties to him- 
self, to his family, to the communt- 
ties of which he may be a member, 
to the nation which affords him pro- 
tection and freedom, and to the race 
for which Christ died. Entire sancti- 
fication will make a man a true citi- 
zen of the kingdom of God, a true 
son of God, a Joyal brother of man- 
kind. 

It is not essentially a mystical ex- 
perience obtained at any altar or 
mourner’s bench. It is essentially 
the outcome, the result, of the oper- 
ation of the spirit of God in the soul 
of man as he faces the ordinary ex- 
periences of life and measures up to 
the opportunities or responds to the 
challenge which comes to him in 
moments of spiritual vision in the

_ In connection with the Inteination- 
al, Soil Products *Exposition, which 
will be held at Kansas City, Mo., Sep- 
tember 24th to October 4th, the De- 
partment of Colonization of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway is offering 
a silver cup of the value of $500 for 


the best half bushel of hard: spring 
wheat exhibited. It is hoped that 
every. farmer in Alberta, who has a 
good sample of wheat this year, will 
submit a half bushel in this compe- 
tition.
